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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . During a telephone conversation with Mr. Holmes W. Anderson (Reg. No. 
37,272) on 4/30/04 a provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the 
claims 1-11, 26-27, 49-55 and 59-60. Affirmation of this election must be made by 
applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 12-25, 28-48, 56-58 and 61-65 
withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to 
a non-elected invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) if one or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at 
least one claim remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be 
accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 
1.1 7(i). 



2. Claims 1-11, 26-27, 49-55 and 59-60 are presented for examination. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-4, 1 1 , 26-27, 49-51 and 59-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Leung (US 6,621,810). 

5. As per claims 1 , 3 and 1 1 , Leung teaches the invention as claimed including a 
method of maintaining communication access to a mobile node [col. 1, lines 7-9] 
comprising: 

intercepting, at a router, a location update message relating to the mobile node 
[col. 4, line 66 - col. 5, line 3; col. 5, lines 25-49] and binding an address of the mobile 
node with a care of address received in the location update message [col. 7, lines 50- 
67; col. 8, lines 22-32]. 

6. As per claim 2, Leung teaches the step of substituting an address of the router 
for the care of address in the location update message and forwarding the location 
update message to a home agent of the mobile node [col. 5, lines 57-67; col. 6, lines 
31-34]. 

7. As per clam 4, Leung teaches the mobile node is a mobile IP host [col. 3, lines 
21-24]. 
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8. As per claims 26 and 27, since they are teaching the same limitations as claims 1 
and 3 from different perspective [i.e., router and mobile], they are rejected for the same 
basis as claims 1 and 3 above. 

9. As per claims 49-51 and 59-60, since they are computer program claims of 
claims of 1-3 and 26, they are rejected for the same basis as claims 1-3 and 26 above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 5-10 and 52-55 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

Johnson et al. (US 6,625,135) discloses a mobile communication system; and 

Xu et al. (US 6,738,362) discloses a mobile network.
